1 will not deny that in the 
cases of Bollman and Swartwout, I was not 
perfectly satisfied that they did not warrant 
an enquiry into the fact. But I think eve- 
ry person must admit that the weight of 
these circumstances daily diminishes. 
Suspicion may deserve great attention, 
when the means of ascertaining its real 
grounds are not yet possessed, but when 
those means are or may have been acquired, 
if facts to support suspicion be not shewn, 
every person I think must admit that the 
ministers of justice at least ought not offi- 
cially toentertain it. This I think must be 
conceded by all, but whether it be conceded 


‘by others or not, it is the dictate of my own 


judgment, and in the performance of my 
duty I-can-know no other guide. 


The fact to be proved in this case is an 
act of public notoriety. It must exist in the 
view of the world, or it cannot exist at all. 
The assembling of forces to levy war is a 
visible transaction, and numbers must wit- 
ness it. Itis therefore capable ‘of proof ; 
and when time to collect this proof has been 
given, it ought to be adduced, or suspi- 
cion becomes aground too weak to stand 
upon. 

Several months have elapsed, since. this 
fact did occur, ifit occurred. More than 
five weeks have elapsed, since the opinion 
of the Supreme Court has declared the ne- 
cessity.of proving the fact, if it exists. 
Why is it not proved ? , 7 

To the Executive government is entrus- 
ted the important power of prosecuting 
those, whose crimes may disturb the pub- 
lf repose or endanger its safety. It would 
be easy in much Jess time than has interye- 
ned since Col. Burr has been alledged to 
have assembled his troops, to procure affi- 
davits establishing the fact. If in Novem- 
ber or December last a body of troops had 

been assembled on the Ohio, it is impossi- 
ble to suppose that affidavits establishine 
the fact could ‘not have been obtained by the 
last of March. I ought not to believe, and 
I do not believe that there has been any re- 
missness onthe part of those who prose. 
cute on this important and interesting sub- 
Ject ; and consequently, when at this late 
period no evidence that troops have been 
actually embodied is given, I must say that 
the suspicion, which in the first instance 
might have been created, ought not to be 
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continued, unless this want of proof can ig 
some measure be accounted for. 

It is stated by the attorney for the United 
States that as affidavits cdn only be volunta 
ry, the difficulty of obtaining them accoun ‘ 
for the absence of proof. ’ 
_ 4 cannot admit this position. On the ey. 
idence furnished by this very transactiog 
of the attachment felt by our Western fo 
their Eastern brethren, we justly felicitate 
ourselves. How inconsistent with this fact 
is the idea that no man could be found who 
would voluntarily depose that a body of 
troops had actually assembled, whose be 
ject must be understood to be hostile to t 
union, and whose object: was detested and 
defeated by the very people who could give 
the requisite information.

He had no doubt, from the spirit which had 
been manifested, that Col. Burr could ob- 
tain bail'to almost any amount he pleased. 
The day before, col. Burr had obtained 
bail for 5000 dolls. and he believed without 
any solicitation on his part. 

Mr. Wickham had supposed that 5 or 4, 
©00 dollars would have been sufficient. It 
was only on the misdemeanor that it was to 
be given. With respect to the possibility 
of obtaining buil to any amount, he was 
unable to express any opinion ; it was 
subject with which he was personally una 
quainted. 

But as tothe spirit which it was said had 
been manifested, he could say, that he had 
heard several gentlemen declare them 
selves unwilling to appear as bail for col. 
Burr, lest it should be ascribed to a spirit 
of opposition te.the administration. 

Col. Burr rose and observed, that if the 
goverment was to pay him for the losses 
ithad made him custain, 40,000 dollars 
would not indemnity him. And yet this 
circumstance might operate against his ob- 
tuning bail to a Jarge ameunt.

Translation of a letter from general, the 
Baron de Benningsen, to his majesty, the 
emperor of Russia, delivered by licut. 
col. Stavitzki, aid-de-camp to his imperi- 
al majesty. 

On the field of battle, 
Preussich Eylau, Feb. 8. 
~ sire, 

_ “Lam guly happy to have it in my pow- 

er to inform your imperial majesty, that 

the army, the command of which your ma- 
jesty has deigned to confide to me has been 
again victorious. The battle which has 
just taken place has been bloady and de- 
structive. It began on the 26th Jan. (7th 

Feb.) at three o’clock in the afternoon, and 

lasted until 6 o’elock in the evening of the 

27th Jan. (8th Feb.) 

“ The enemy was completely defeated ; 
1000 prisoners, and 12 stand of colors, 
which I have the honor herewith to trans- 
mit to your majesty, fell into the hands of 
the conquerors. This day Bonaparte at- 
tacked me with his best troops on my cen- 
tre, and on both wings, but was repulsed 
and heaten on all sides. His guards repeat- 
edly attacked my centre without the small- 
est success. After avery brisk fire, they 
were repulsed atall points by the bayonet 
and by charges of the cayalry. Several 
columns of infantry, and picked regiments 
of currassiers were destroyed. 

“ T shall not fail to transmit to your ma- 
jesty, as soon as possible, a detailed account 
of the memorable battle of Preussich Ey- 
lau. 

“] think our loss may perhaps exceed 
6000 men, and I certainly do not exagge- 
rate, when I state the loss of the enemy at 
a considerable more than 12,000 men.” 


Lower Elbe, March 1. 
The last battle, fought five miles from 
Koningsburgh, has been one of the most 
destructive in the history of the present war. 
The number of killed on both sides is sta- 
ted at 30,000. It seems that a strong col- 
umn of Russians that had escaped the bat- 
tle of Mohringen, and approached the Vis- 
tula, was cut off from the main body, and 
was pot able to force its way ‘through the 
main body without the greatest difficulty, 
and the loss of much artillery and men. 
The Russian centre was six times attack- 
ed by the French ; if they had succeeded 
in breaking through it, they would have be- 
come masters of Koningsburgh, and the 
rich magazines in that city. 
The Polish General Kosciusko has been 
taken prisoner by the Prussians. 
he Prussian marauding purty, that has 
penetrated to Franckfort on the Oder, has 
taken a considerable transport of money, 


St, Petersburgh, Keb. 15. 

On the 8th of this month, the Russian 
army gained a splendid victory over the 
French at Eylau. The French army, on 
this occasion consisted of more than 120, 
000 men ; the Russians, of Gen. Bennic- 
sen’s division, and of that which was formerly 
commanded by Gen. Buxhovden. The bat-

It is said that a great part of the French 
army (chiefly chosen troops) were fair!

It is remarked, that in case Bona- 
parte’s design had succeeded, it would haye 
been conclusive of the campaign ; he knew 
that gen. Benningsen’s division was station. 
ed at Mohringen, and general Essen’s 4 
Wisoke Masewick ; and as they were cop. 
sequently ata great distance from each oth. 
er, he threw himself with his whole force 
between these two divisions, in a right line 
with Koningsburg, in order to separate 
them, or cut them off from cach other, 
and fall with more effect upon the weaker 
part, but the suceess of this plan was pre. 
vented by general Benningsen’s operations 
and rapid movements. 

Towards the conclusion of the battle, 
there was a want of cartridges on hoth 
sides ; and therefore recourse was had to 
the bayonet, which caused great carnage.

During these movements part of the gar- 
rison of Koningsburg marched out to a 
distance of twelve miles from that city, and 
having their flanks covered by the Russian 
main army, attacked.a French advanced 
guard, which it defeated, and returned, with 
an Eagle, and 500 prisoners. Their Prus- 
Sian majesti¢s were at Menel, in the neigh- 
borhood of which about 40,000 Prussian 
troops were assembled, and considerable 
sores both of corn’and forage cojlected. It 
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neral opinion both at Konings- 
yee and Memel that the French intended 
to abandon the Upper Vistula and Narew, 
and to concenirate themselves between 
Thorn ant Marienwerde. . The out-posts 
n the latter river had all been called m ; 
and Savary, after his inefiectual attempt 
upon Von Essen’s corps, retreated from 
Ostralenka to Sicroc ; where it was suppo- 
sed he would endeavor to maintain himseli 
until the hospitals at Warsaw were cleared.

out if he pleases. 

His Majesty, thereupon, transmitted a 
message to lord Elson and Hawkesbury, 
who waited on the duke of Portland, to 
whom the king’s commands were signified 
thata NEW ADMINISTRATION should 
be immediately formed.

- The abuses and excesses which are some- 
times committed, do not lessén the valuc 
of the privelege of election. The free 
choice, by the people, of their own repre- 
sentatives, the opportunity of dismissing 
them when they are not capable and faith- 
ful, or of continuing them when they are 
both, isthe great security of liberty. Tu 
what a hopless condition would this state 
be, had not the people the power to check 
that insolence and persecution, that gross 
imposition practised on the public, that vile 
and slanderous abuse of the present Gov- 
ernor, and all the best characters, which 
have prevailed for a few years past! First 
anarchy, and then tyranny, must have ine- 
vitably followed. The freedom of election 
yet remains, and with it, if wisely impre-
